From April 24 to 
May 1, the senior class 
went on a service 
project to Juarez, 
Mexico. While they 
were there, they learned 
a lot about the extreme 
poverty in Mexico, the 
blessings in our lives in 
the United States and the 
joys of serving our 
neighbors in need.

On Wednes- 
day the students went 
back to El Paso to work 
at a storage barn where 
they organized donated 
items, uprooted a tree, 
dug a trench and leveled 
ground for a driveway.

nity center on Thursday, 
and at night they played 
with the children in the 
poor village. On Friday 
they visited a market- 
place to buy souvenirs 
and then went back over 
the border to El Paso to 
stay the night at the Sun- 
shine Community 
Church. 

The seniors were 
very glad to fly home on 
Saturday back to the rich- 
ness of the American life, 
but they will never forget 
what they witnessed in 
Juarez, Mexico.
